Dr. Norman Bridge Lectures Be¬ 
fore Woman’s Club. 

NOMINATION OF OFFICERS 

Members Will Visit the Monrovia 
Woman’s Club To-morrow. 


The Sierra Madre Woman’s Club held 
its sixth meeting on Monday, May 27. 
Dr. Norman Bridge, of Pasadena and Los 
Angeles, was the speaker of the after¬ 
noon, and read a most interesting paper 
on ‘The Blind Side of Parents,” which 
was full o f sensi ble s ugg estions for the 
up-bringing of children. 

Dr. Bridge said that parents know 
their own children in many simple ways. 
They know that they need food, compan¬ 
ions and amusements, and will tell you 
the hereditary traits which have pro¬ 
duced certain characteristics in them; 
but in a knowledge of the vital side of 
the child nature they are wofully lack¬ 
ing. 

A child is naturally an egoist and 
loves to show off, strut and command; 
and frequently in this the parent sees 
only a superiority over other children 
of his age, which is a natural result of ' 
his better environment. Even in infancy 
t!ie child learns to know that crying 
will produce certain definite results, 
and by early childhood he has learned 
how to exact implicit and immediate 
obedience from his fond parents; and 
learns that they consider him an un¬ 
usual child, and wish him to consider 
himself in that light, and so he early 
becomes an aristocrat who has learned 
how and when to use his power. When 
guests are present, and he refuses to 
obey commands which at other times he 
would heed unhesitatingly, and plies ■ 
mother with questions which have been 
answered a few minutes earlier, his 
mother either fails to understand it, or 
attributes it to “original sin;” but never 
realizes that it is the device of the child 
to draw attention to himself. Ihe speak¬ 
er cited many instances of children 
whom he had known to illustrate the 
child s love of self, and love of enslav- 
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ing his parents. ) 

He said that the success of an only j 
child, or of the child much younger , 
than other brothers and sisters, is ham- j 
pered by the fact that a selfishness is , 
particularly fostered in him, which is 
not found where there is a large family , 


oi cniidren, each one ot whom is obliged ] 
to temper his own wishes to those of 
others. Then, too, the only child regards r 
himself as so unusual that he feels that t 
he is superior to other children, and 
this sentiment is too often fostered by t 
the parents. Few, if any, only children j. 
have become famous men. ^ 

Perhaps from the window of one side m 
of one’s house a person looks down up¬ 
on the back yard of a poorer neighbor, 


S i w hcre a child is amusing himself with 
a few simple things which he has gath¬ 
ered, and from which he invents his own 
playthings. He rides a broomstick for 
a horse, and feels himself a great soldier, 
" 1 the conqueror ot mysterious worlds. 
His only companion is his mother, who 
is busy in her kitchen, and occasionally 
: speaks to him from the window. Soon 
j he becomes hungry and thirsty. He goes 
^ ‘ n to the house and gets a drink of water, 
and his mother gives him a piece of 
bread blackened with molasses. He eats 
a it and returns to his play. Later he be¬ 
comes weary. He lies down where he 
j is Playing and falls into the deep, nat¬ 
ural, quiet sleep of childhood. His 
mother places a folded garment under 
1 | his head, and after a period of perfect 
. 1 repose, he awakens refreshed to return 
5 j to his simple play. 

Another window looks out on the 
back yard of a luxurious home, and in

- ' sive toys, and attended by His nurse,"IS 
playing. He quickly tires of toy after 
toy, and then calls upon his nurse to 
invent something absolutely new for his 
entertainment. He tires of one after 
another of such inventions, becomes 
fretful, and demands impossible things. 
When he finally falls intoa restless sleep 
he is carried to a soft couch, where he 
sleeps disturbed by dreams, and awakes 
unrefreshed, with an unpleasant mem¬ 
ory of earlier experiences, and makes 
fresh demands on the patience and in¬ 
genuity of his caretaker. This girl is 
really his slave, for aside from a few ( 
things which the mother forbids, her t 
j sole duty is to amuse the child always, 
and to respond to his wishes. Many a ” 
quiet, responsible nurse has been dis- a 
charged because the child complained z 
that she did not invent enough amuse- ^ 
ments for him, and is replaced by an- j 
other, whose ingenuity in entertainment ^ 
is greater, even though she be less trust- r 
worthy in vital matters. This child, t( 
app?*-ently favored by fortune, is far v 
more nandicapped than his poorer n 
neighbor, for his power of invention, 
which, if given opportunity, would de- a 
velop naturally, is hindered by the j; 
piesence of one whose business it is to n 
take this privilege from him. His nerves j, 
are overtaxed and the way is paved for L 
an irritable, uncomfortable youth and a ^ 
selfish, unsuccessful manhood.

Often, too, the mother’s nerves become d 
overtaxed and exhausted from contact st 
with the nervous child whose incessant 
and selfish demands she attempts to 
meet. The only redeeming side to this 
is that frequently the collapse of the 
mother is the salvation of the child. It lc 
is fortunate for both of them if at this d< 
stage the child is sent away to school,

Joseph L. Stickney, the noted war 
correspondent who stood on the bridge 
of the Olympia with Dewey at the battle 
of Manila bay, expired last Saturday at 
his home in Michigan. For several 
years Mr. Stickney had been an editorial 
writer on the Chicago Evening Post and 
also a frequent contributor to the maga¬ 
zines. Mr. Sticknev was 58vears of age. 
Combining the double advantage of be¬ 
ing a trained newspaper reporter and a 
graduate of the naval academy at An¬ 
napolis, he was unusually well equipped 
to report the battle of Manila bay. He 
was the man who gave to the world Ad¬ 
miral Dewey’s famous order, “You may 
fire when ready, Gridley.” Mr. Stickney’s 
account of the battle was the first pub¬ 
lished story of the fight in detail. Ad¬ 
miral Deway in his official report of the 
bzttle to the navy department said: “J. 
L. Stickney, formerly an officer in the 
United States navy and now a news¬ 
paper correspondent, volunteered for 
duty as my aide a: d rendered valuable 
service."

a reasonable hour. This petition should 
be signed by every citizen, as all are 
interested in securing better service. 

If every one wonld take the trouble to 
attend to this matter it would aid the 
Board of Trade materially in thtir 
efforts in behalf of the city. The Board 
has also another petition asking the 
company to construct a freight depot 
at Baldwin and La Belle avenues, thus 
relieving the conjested state at the 
present depot, and the unsightly piles 
of freight of all kinds on the street at 
this point, which have long been an 
inconvenience and eyesore to our 
people.

A New Arc Lamp. 

A new arc lamp is brought out in Ger¬ 
many by the engineer Tito Carbone. It 
is provided with a magnet ~ device lor 
blowing the arc, says n e Scientific j 
American, and this is said to give a great \ 
increase in the lighting power as 
well as to improve the quality of the 
light, and the latter resembles sunlight 
in color. The great lighting power of ; 
the lamp is caused by the special form j 
which is given to the electromagnet 
which blows the arc. Owing to this 
form the arc is made to take a hemi¬ 
spherical shape and it is kept in this 
position, which assures a regular wear 
of the carbons. The length of the arc 
requires a tension and for direct current 
85 volts is needed, and 75 volts for alter¬ 
nating current. The Carbone lamp, with 
16-inch carbons, will burn for 14 to 16 
hours in spite of the small diameter of 
the carbons. For direct current it uses 
7 to 9 millimeter carbons. About 10 
amperes current is needed. Prof. Wed¬ 
ding, of Berlin, estimates the luminous 
intensity in the vertical direction and 
near the bottom to be 4,000 candle pow¬ 
er, using a current of 10 amperes and 
110 volts, this with a clear glass globe. 
Owing to the oblique position of the 
carbons, the arc and the crater can pro¬ 
ject almost all the light downward,

manufactured and used as fuel in the 
continental countries of Europe, and 
has given great satisfaction; but while 
the matter of its manufacture has been 
agitated in various parts of this country 
for some years past, it has been a diffi¬ 
cult matter to get capitalists to risk 
money in pushing the proposition. How¬ 
ever, some time ago a company was or¬ 
ganized in Eastern Canada, and by its 
process has produced an article of 
an excellent grade, being in great de¬ 
mand at $6 a ton where coal can be had 
for $4.50. The great success met with 
in Canada led to the organization of a 
company in Los Angeles about a year 
ago to develop the peat deposits near 
Huntington Beach. In the celery beds 
at this place a fine quality of peat was 
found in inexhaustible quantities. This 
company has installed a plant capable 
of making eighty tons of fuel each 24 
hours, and a couple of weeks ago active 
work of manufacture commenced. A 
gas plant was also installed, which is

To the untutored the peat appears to 
merely the rich black soil in which 
celery is raised, and in fact a few weeks 
ago this peat mine was a vast celery bed. 
This soil is gathered into dump cars by 
means of a collector, which draws the 
soil through a large tube by means of 
suction fans. As the collector moves 
along, a small harrow attached to the 
mouth of the tube follows and loosens 
the dirt for the next trip. This collec¬ 
tor is operated by one man who runs 
the engine. 

When the cars are filled they are taken 
to the factory and the soil is conveyed

The word politician is in 
danger of being one of reproach and 
approbrium, if it has not already become 
so, because representatives of the people 
in party councils and in public office 
serve other interests than those they are 
chosen to represent. Self-government, 
to be effective and safe, must begin with 
the choice of leaders and of representa¬ 
tives who can he trusted, men not only 
of ability but of unbending and incor¬ 
ruptible integrity. Governor Hughes is 
an example of the right kind, and there 
could be no better exemplars of a mis¬ 
taken choice than men like John Raines, 
Thomas F. Grady and P. H. McCarren.
